Ave., creating distinct residential 
areas separate from _ business 
areas. Off-street parking is pro- 
vided. 

Concept No. 2 shows no park- 
ing on Solano with cul-de-sacs or 
closed streets providing straight- 
in-parking on side streets.

It pro- 
vides less parking spaces than 
the first plan.
